OV THK WATXB WORKS 


TRUSTEES- 


We, as trustees of tbe water works, protest 
against your action on last Tuesday ^evening 
in rushing to a final vote a carefully prepared 
plan for the condemnation of tbe canal prop- 
erty and the appointment, without due con- 
sideration, of commissioners to estimate and 
report the amount of damages sustained by 
the owners thereuf. We make and file this 
protest because, in our opinion, this action 
was illegal and a serious usurpation of author- 
ity on your part. 
Ir n section two of the act of the legislature, 
entitled, "An act to authorize cities and in- 
corporated towns." etc., etc., approved March 
25th, 1879, it is provided that In case the use of 
any lands, town lots, water rights or ease- 
ments, or use of any water from any pool, 
lake or natural stream of water, or if such 
pool, lake or natural stream of water shall be 
found necessary .for the building, maintain- 
ing or operation of such works, it shall be 
lawful to enter unon and take possession of 
and condemn for those uses." 


]t is evident that such pool, lake or natural 
stre m of water must first be found necessary 
for the building, maintaining or operating of 
water works before being entered upon and 
condemned for such uses as above contem- 
plated. It is equally clear that the right to 
ascertain and the power to decldre the exist- 
ence of this necessity must be lodged some- 
where. 


We claim that this power rpsts solely in the 
trustees of water works and that it is clearly 
conferred on them by the said statute. Per- 
mit us to call yopr attention to section 7 of 
that statue. 


"Said trustees 
* * * * ghall manage, 
conduct and control the works, furnish sup- 
ply of water, collect water rents and ap- 
point all necessary oflScers and 
agents." 
The 
duties 
and 
powers 
of 
the 
trustees are hereby prescrif ed and defined- 
First, the general authority and power is del- 
egated to ' manage, conduct and control" the 
works. 


The power to govern the works In all 
things is not only given to them, but is given 
exclusively to them. Could wrrds more ex- 
plicit have been used? "To manage, conduct 
and control " Any other interpretation de- 
mands that languBge should receive a mean- 
ing directly opposite to that usually given It. 
But the makers of this law, not content with 
conferr ng powers in general terms, speclfic- 
ajly confer tde further power of furnishing 
supplies. 


It Is exclusively delegated to the trustees to 
furnish supplies of water. fc,uch power is 
not only deleifated to them, tjut it Is made 
their dutv so to do. expressed in language 
which admits of no other construction. 
If 
then, the trustees shall, under this statute, 
furnish supplies of water, it is a self-evident 
proposition that they sbail determine (in the 
absence of astatute to the contrary) when the 
necessity for such supplies shall arise. You 
need but read the statute under considera- 
tion to reach this conclusion. 


That It w»8 the intention of the leg^s'aturo 
to give the full management, conduct and 
control of the waterworks to the trustees 
thereof is further shown by Section 8 of said 
statute: 


Sec. 8 Said trustees shall be authorized to 
make such by-laws and regulations as they 
may deem necessary for the safe, economical 
and efficient management and protection of 
the waterworks, and such by-laws and regu 
lations shall have the same validity as ordì 
nances, when not repugnant thereto, or to the 
constition and laws ot the state. 


But the most universal and effective way of 
discovering the meaning of a law is to look to 
the cause which moved the enactment. 
The 
legislature had observed that in municipali- 
ties favored persons were paid exorbi ant 
prices for "pools, lakes and natural streams," 
and to avoid subjecting common councils 
to 
such 
temptations, 
enacted 
this 
law, 
which 
deprives 
them 
of 
any 
will in the matter 
until 
a 
necessity 
is 
declared by three men elected by the people 
for the specific purpose of ' furnishing sup- 
plies of water," and then only by proceedings 
ot condemnation. 
Almost all other states 
have passed similar laws and for the same 
reason, it is s gnlficant that your construc- 
tion of this law is wholy repungant to its 
reason and spirit. 


We ha e heretofore stated, and now repeat, 
that no such necessity exists: that the canal 
as a source of supply is undesirable and that 
we are united In • ur opposition to either its 
purchase or condemnation. 


We invite your attention to the cost prob- 
ably attendant upon the canal as a source of 
supply. 


we are justified In assuming that the canal 
will cost f50,000. 


In your resolution of la.<!t Tuesday evening 
you state that it has became necessary "to 
condemn the canal for the construction of a 
settling and filtering basin." 
n the letter of 
Messrs. Bass and Fleming published in the 
Daily News, of Auiru-t 23d, 1887, the estimated 
cost of a filtering basin Is put at |!28,Qi)0. 
Another eleraeot of outlay will be the change 
of pumping machinery. From the same letter 
we take the estimate for that which is therein 
placed at f25,000. 


It will cost to clean the canal and put it in 
suitable conditions '15 000. 


It will be necessary to bring the water from 
the canal to the Dumping house. 
A low estl 
mate for this is $10 000.

On seeing the King and his disorder 
the worthy Dalecarian, after a few 
hasty words of respect, inquired if any- 
thing had happeiied to disturb lus 
Majesty. 


Charles smiled and composedly said: 
"I confess that I am disturbed, and 
discomforted likewise, and deservedly 
BO, for I am ashamed to say I tried to 
force a kiss from your pretty damsel, 
and she made my cheek suffer for it. 
This little adventure, however, will 
give me my freedom from all of her sex 
for life. 


"I am a king and a soldier," he con- 
tinued: "my soul's first object is the 
glory attendant upon those titles, and 
I know that the greatest men have at 
times wrecked both by an undue ad- 
miration of women.

Don't be unmindful of yourself if 
you are in the responsible position of 
nurse Take care that you get your 
proper amount of sleep, and let the pa- 
tient wake you if you oversleep your- 
self. 
Sick people are naturally wake- 
ful, and even if the patient did doze off 
and miss the medicine an hour it would 
be better thnn to break down the nurse's 
health and thus make two invalids in- 
stead of one. 


Don't give the patient a full glass of 
water to drink from. If he is very 
thirsty, alleviate his thirst by telling 
him there is more in the reservoir. 


Don't allow the patient to get low- 
s)nrited- 
Tickle him under the nose; 
punch him in the short-ribs with your 
tliumb, or do something élse of a con- 
vivial character to enliven the sick man 
and keep him in a bright h\mior. 
And

Don't pay attention to all the fool 
%dvi£a vou vead in the papers.—Judge.
